Amazing Mets 
Now World 
Champions

NEW YORK (AP) - It was 


exactly 43 minutes after the 
New York Mets had won their 
first World Series when Broad- 
way star Pearl Bailey accepted 
a kiss on the cheek from Man- 
ager Gil Hodges in his quarters 
under Shea Stadium and, wav- 
ing a hunk of sod uprooted from 
the field, said with a broad 
grin: 


"This is 
my powder puff 


now." 


Then she pointed to her cheek 


and daintily patted it with the 
green square of sod, exclaim- 
ing: 


"Look—a miracle. No wrin- 


kles." 


The little incident in the 


crowded manager's room was 
no more important than the call 
Mrs. Joan Payson, the Mets' 
owner, received from President 
Nixon, nor the congratulations 
Hodges received from Shea's 
other tenants, the football Jets, 
through Coach Weeb Ewbank. 


But for symbolism it may 


have been the most appropriate 
— miracle. 


It began on Aug. 13 when the 


Mets stood 9"/2 games back of 
the Chicago Cubs in the battle 
for the National League East ti- 
tle and it was completed on 
Thursday, Oct. 15, at 3:17 p.m., 
EDT., when the Mets won their 
first world championship with a 
5-3 victory over Baltimore in the 
fifth game of the World Series. 


It ended with Baltimore sec- 


ond baseman Dave Johnson lift- 
ing a soft fly to left fielder Cleon 
Jones while the fans stormed 
out of the stands onto the field 
chanting "We're No. 1, We're 
No. 1" while foraging for sou- 
venirs. 


They tore home plate from its 


moorings, scooped up the other 
bases, took sections of the out- 
field fences, ripped up hunks of 
sod, set off orange-colored fire 
bombs and hoisted an impro- 
vised plastic banner on the cen- 
ter field flag pole that said: 


"We went all the way, baby!" 
That the Mets did. But was it 


a miracle? 


Those who watched the Mets 


through the inept years when 
they 
were 
the 
unchallenged 


laughing stock of baseball and 
have witnessed the events of the 
1969 season are almost unani- 
mously agreed that they were 
guided by a hand of destiny. 


Those who know hands of des- 


tiny don't exist in a world of 
bats, balls and gloves cannot ac- 
cept that method of explaining 
what seemed so implausible at 
the start of the season. 


"I don't think we're a Cinder- 


ella 
team," 
said 
Hodges. 


"We're professionals. We do 
things right." 


"It's 
wrong to say they're 


lucky and have gremlins going 
for them," said Baltimore Man- 
ager Earl Weaver. "They're a 
good ball club." 


That doesn't sound like a mir- 


acle. 


"They got all the breaks and 


we got none," said Baltimore 
owner Jerry Hoffberger. "My 
guys gave 12 per cent, I still 
think we have the better team." 
"The Mets," said Baseball Com- 
missioner Bowie Kuhn, "beat 
the best 
damn ball club in 


sight." 


That sounds like i miracle. 
Whether it was or nor will be 


debated through the years as 
the 1969 World Series, which 
took place during baseball's 
100th anniversary season, is em- 
bellished by time and the story- 


tellers. 


But the facts are relatively 


simple. The Mets—25 players, 
four coaches and Hodges—got 
the job done in their own fash- 
ion. 


They didn't accomplish things 


the way the Orioles did with su- 
per stars such as Frank Robin- 
son and Brooks Robinson but by 
coming up with a hero whenev- 
er one was needed. And that's 
the way it was in the World Se- 
ries, so much so that instead of 
the sports car that usually is 
given to the outstanding player 
it was suggested that the award 
this time be 25 motorcycles. 


It 
began with an 
opening 


game loss to the Orioles last 
Saturday in Baltimore. But that 
was all. The time had come for 
the heroes to surface. 


In the second game, it was 


Jerry Koosman firing a two-hit- 
ter and Al We is collecting the 
winning hit while Ed Charles 
made the key fielding play.

"Jerry Grote was sitting on 


the bench and he caught the 
ball," said 
Hodges. "I was 


going up to talk to the umpire 
and Grote tossed the ball to me 
and said to show him the shoe 
polish on it. I did, and after Di- 
muro thought about it he real- 
ized there was shoe polish on 
the ball."

NEW YORK (AP) - 
When a 


sports writer asked Gil Hodges 
how he felt about the Mets' 
chances after they had taken a 
3-1 lead In the World Series, his 
answer was a typical low key. 


"Much better than yesterday 


. . one game better." 


Hodges is the quiet type, a 


man who could play the old 
Gary Cooper roles In'the mov- 
ies, a master of understate- 
ment. Devoted to his wife and 
four children, he lives modestly 
in a split level home in Flat- 
bush, only 20 minutes away 
from Shea Stadium by car. 


Gil's wife, the former Joan 


Lombard! is a Brooklyn girl and 
he has made his home in the 
borough ever since he left Indi- 
ana to join the old Brooklyn 
Dodgers at Ebbets Field. 


Back home in Princeton, Ind. 


(population 3,000) they still re- 
member Gil as a former altar 
boy who moved on to St. Jo- 
seph's College at Rensselaer, 
Ind., the marines, and eventual- 
ly to baseball as a Dodger first 
baseman. 


An original 
Met who was 


drafted for $75,000 when the 
first club was formed in Octo- 
ber, 1061, Gil played briefly for 
Casey Stengel in 19G2 and early 
19G3 before leaving to take a job 
as manager of the Washington 
Senators. He came back home 
to manage the Mets as the suc- 
cessor to Wes Westrum after 
the 19G7 season. 


"We're looking for a man who 


will win the pennant for 
us," 


said J. Donald Grant, the chair- 
man of the Mets' board of direc- 
tors who felt it necessary to 
add, "That may sound face- 
tious, but we're looking for a 
man who will move us up in the 
standings." 


"It's time, 1 think, that we did 


something about the clown im- 
age of the Mets," Hodges said. 
"Baseball is a serious business 
most of the time, no laughing 
matter. Maybe we ought to play 
down that clown image of the 
New Breed. We saw at Fenway 
Park in 19G7 where accomplish- 
ment replaced complacency and 
the impossible dream was real- 
ized. Maybe the impossible is 
beyond our reach but no one can 
•tell'-'j me 
< that •••>competitive 
re- 


spectability c a n n o t be at- 
tained." 


It 
was a long speech 
for 


Hodges but he meant every 
word of it. It was obvious from 
the start of spring training at 
St. Petersburg in his first year 
that he would insist on a no-non- 
sense approach. A curfew, a 
ban on poker playing, controls 
on drinking and a system of 
fines of a minimum of $25 for 
mental mistakes were Institut- 
ed. 


The "good guy" image, cher- 


ished by all who knew him well, 
was not going to prevent Hodges 
from being a strong, all-busi- 
ness leader on the bench and in 
the clubhouse. 


The Mets, who had finished 


10th 
every year except one in 


their brief existence, climbed to 
ninth in 19G8 and even flirted 
with the .500 mark for a time. 
The addition of Jerry Koosman 
to the already established Tom 
Seaver lifted the club out of the 
ragamuffin class.

Met Owner 
Credits the 
Win to Guts

NEW 
YORK (AP) - 
Mrs. 


Joan Payson, the owner of the 
New York Mets, credited her 
team's Cinderella victory in the 
World Series to guts rather than 
destiny. 


"They're a gutsy bunch of 


boys, that's all," said this 66- 
year-old dowager who plunked 
down $5 million from a personal 
income estimated at $200 mil- 
lion eight years ago to acquire 
the Mets. 


Mrs. Payson thought of her 


players' safety before her own 
during 
the wild melee 
that 


erupted on the field when the 
fifth game ended Thursday. 


"Those kids tried to get on the 


field even before the last out," 
she said. "One big youngster 
climbed through our box before 
the players got off the field and 
I told him, 'You better be care- 
full! What if you hurt one of the 
players?" 


Mrs. Payson's box Is next to 


the Met dugout and she was 
hustled through the dugout after 
the game to avoid the crush of 
exuberant fans. 


"I got out just in time," she 


said. ''As it was, one of the 
youngsters knocked me down." 


Mrs. Payson visited her play- 


ers 
In the dressing room and 


her face was wet with tears and 
champagne when she came out. 
She talked with President Nixon 
on the telephone, then went to a 
private reception In the Mets' 
directors' 
room, 
and 
then 


stopped in the Diamond Club to 
visit with the players'wives. 


Someone asked her what she 


would do now that it was all 
over and she said, "I don't 
know what I'm doing tomorrow, 
I don't even know what I'm do- 
ing right now." 


Mrs, Payson was accompa- 


nied by an entourage of family 
which Included her 
husband, 


Charles Shipman Payson. For 
Mr. Payson, a 71-year-old indus- 
trialist who is wealthy in his 
own right, the Mets' victory was 
particularly sweet. 


"Today is my birthday, and 


what a present!", he said. 


Joan Payson Is as earthy and 


affectionate as she is rich and a 
knot of fans cheered as she left 
Shea Stadium. As she climbed 
into her Bentley, a youngster 
presented her with a paper cup 
filled with a clump of grass.

He 
saM indications were that leg- 
islators are beginning to be 
"more interested" in the itejns 
that may be included fit the 
call, 
. 


"I'm beginning to feel more 


and more thai the people are 
talking to legislators and legis- 
lators are coming to me and 
saying to me that maybe we 
cMild have this special session 
a little bit earlier than We've 
been talking about," Rockefel- 
ler said. 


The governor said he did not 


want the special session to con- 
flict with the Constitutional 
Convention, which returns Jan. 
12 to complete its final draft. 
- Rockefeller, who has sakl the 
1969 legislature took longer to 
do less than any session in 
history, said he would meet 
with as many legislators as 
possible before the session "be- 
cause I do not want us to see 
another do-nothing session," 


On another subject, the gov- 


ernor was asked if the quality 
of education in the state had 
been improved by integration. 


"We don't have room for 


first and second class citizens 
in the United States and that's 
one of the things I fought for 
in World War 0, that we would 
have freedom for all," Rocke- 
feller said. 


"Because of the fact that we 


have delayed in facing our 
moral obligations 
for these 


hundreds of years and because 
It is disquieting and, in sotite 
instances it definitely has been 
damaging, we are correcting 
the situation at long last," he 
said. "I think all proud Ameri- 
cans ought to be willing to co- 
operate to the maximum in 
correcting a wrong that has 
existed for years and doing it 
quickly and as painlessly as 
we can." -

BALTIMORE (AP) - The 


World Series dream of the Balti- 
more Orioles has turned into a 
nightmare. Or, even worse. 


"Even In a nightmare you 


couldn't dream up the things 
that happened to us," outfielder 
Frank Robinson said. "Holly- 
wood wouldn't believe it, either." 


If any of the Orioles do suffer 


mid-winter insomnia, they'll no 
doubt envision the New York 
Mets making fantastic catches or 
standing in the way of 
line 


drives. 


Time after time the Mets 


choked off budding Baltimore 
rallies with their gloves as they 
won the World Series with four 
consecutive victories after los- 
ing the opener.' 


By actual count, the,.Orioles 


slammed four outfield line drives 
In the second game and five .in- 
field shots either on the ground 
or in the air, with shortstop Bud 
Harrelson making a diving catch 
of Don Buford's liner. 


But that was only the warmup 


of bigger things, to the next 
three games, catches by the 
Amazln' Mets included: 


—Two sensational grabs in 


game No. 2 by center fielder 
Tommie Agee, robbing Ellie 
Hendricks and Paul Blair of ex- 
tra base hits while preventing 
five Baltimore runs from scor- 
ing. 


— A sliding catchby left fielder 


Cleon Jones on a drive by Dave 
Johnson in game No. 3, and a 
diving grab by right fielder Ron 
Swoboda on a two-out liner by 
Brooks Robinson in the ninth in- 
ning with two runners aboard. 


The catch by Swoboda, not 


known for his defensive prowess, 
seemed implausible. The Orioles 
also thought it was a bad play. 


"He should have played it 


safe," Robinson said. "The run- 
ner was going to score from 
third base anyway, to tie the 
score. Had the ball gotten past, 


we would have won to even the 
Series 2-2." 


But the catch was made, and 


the Mets are the new champions 
of baseball. 


"We hit so many shots, "John- 


son sighed after the game. 


"You 
can't beat magic," re- 


serve outfielder Curt Motton 
said, echoing the oft-repeated 
description of the Mets, who 
overcame 100-1 preseason odds 
and won everything in sight. 


Manager Earl Weaver of the 


Orioles, who won the American 
League pennant in his first full 
season as a major league skip- 
per, disagreed. 


"The Mets aren't lucky ajid 


they don't need gremlins to 
win," he said. "No other pitching 
staff contained us as well during 
the year." 


Th Orioles, who compiled a 


.265 team batting average while 
winning 
109 regular season 


games, hit .146 in the Series and 
scored only nine runs on 23hits. 
Three of the runs were batted in 
by pitchers. 


"We won all those games, but 


we didn't win the one. which 
counted," Frank Robinson said. 
"I still feel we have the best 
club, position by position, but the 
Mets have a fine team. This is 
proof of what can happen in a 
short series." 


"The Mets beat the best damn 


ball club in sight," Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn told 
Weaver after the final game. 


A crowd of 4,000 which wel- 


comed the Orioles home at 
Friendship International Airport 
Thursday night, carried signs 
which proclaimed: "We're still 
No. 1," "Win or lose, Orioleswe 
love you," and "You're still No. 
1 with us." 


"We're going to win the pen- 


nant again next year," Weaver 
said. "I didn't make that kind 
of prediction for 1969, but I am 
now for next year. And, I hope 
the Mets win again. We'd like 
another shot at them."

DOCTOR'S MAILBAO 


Floating Kidney 
Causes No Symptoms 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—1 have a dropped kid- 


ney. Could it cause my back- 
ache? 


A—A dropped or floating 


kidney is often seen in per- 
sons who are grossly under- 
weight. It causes no symp- 
toms unless it drops so far 
as to produce a kinking in 
the ureter. This might cause 
a colicky pain but not a typi- 
cal backache. If it can be 
demonstrated that any of 
your symptoms are caused 
by the dropped kidney, try 
bringing your weight up to 
normal. If this does not help, 
you may have to have an 
operation to anchor your kid- 
ney in place. 


Q—X rays show that my 


son, 25, has a double kidney. 
Is this rare? What complica- 
tions might arise? Does al- 
cohol in moderation aggra- 
vate this condition? 


A—A double kidney on one 


or both sides is not as rare 
as was once thought. Usually 
the extra kidney is small. If 
it is found to be nonfunction- 
ing, it should be removed 
because such a kidney Is 
highly susceptible to cancer. 
Alcohol in moderation would 
not affect it. 


Q—What is the cause of 


polycystic kidneys? Do they 
cause high blood pressure? 


A—This is a hereditary 


abnormality that is often not 
discovered until a person is 
30 and may be found only at 
autopsy in a person who has 
lived a full life without any 
kidney trouble. It does not 
cause high blood pressure 
but anyone who knows he 
has this condition s h o u l d 
have periodic 
examinations 


of his kidney function. 


Q—I am a man, 21. I have 


kidney t r o u b l e which my 


doctor says I'll have the rest 
of my life. Would I be able 
to father a child or are all 
my sperms dead? 


A—Since sperm formation 


is in no way dependent on 
your kidneys,\there is a good 
chance that you can become 
a father. If you have any 
reason to doubt your ability 
the question can easily be 
resolved by an examination 
of your seminal fluid. 


Q—In a recent column you 


described neurofibromatosis 
or von Recklinghausen's dis- 
ease as characterized by 
small, pigmented growths on 
the skin. What c o l o r are 
they? My dictionary, under 
Recklinghausen's d i s e a s e , 
says it is also associated 
with morbid changes in the 
bones? Is this common? 


A—The growths are a pale 


yellow brown and usually 
have a diameter of 1.5 centi- 
meters or more. In advanced 
cases cysts may form on the 
surface of the shin bone.
